SHOW LOAN PROGRESS. 


STARTS FROM SAN FRANCISCO 
ON OPENING DAY, DUE IN 
NEW YORK AT CLOSE. 


[EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, April 14-——Eyes 
of America will be focused during 
the Victory Loan on the Pacific 
Coast off Los Angeles, for the na- 
tion's subscription to the Victory 
Liberty Loan will be recorded daily 
by the progress of three American 
warships traveling from San Fran- 
cisco to New York via the Panama 
Canal 


The first ship . will tleave San 
Francisco April 21 and proceed to a 
point off San Diego, where it will 
be met by a destroyer, which will 
then make the trip southward to the 
Panama Canal. The third ship, 
which will be a destroyer of the 
neWest and fastest type, will make 
the last leg of the journey from the 
Panama Canal to New York, which 
is to be called the “Harbor of Vic- 
tory.” speed of these vessels 
will be determined by the speed of 
the country in subscribing to the 
Victory Liberty Loan. The faster 
the country subscribes the faster 
the vessels will trave] and the soon- 
er will the harbor of victory be 
reached. In this way the country 
will know every day by the position 
of the victory ship the exact 
progress of the loan. 

As the victory ship proceeds from 
San Franciseo to the harbor of vic- 
tory, its progress will be shown by 
maps in the newspapers and by 
large bulletin boards erected at the 
important corners in the large cities 
of the country. In the event that 
in the first week or ten days of the 
campaign the country does not sub- 
ecribe as fast as it should, these, 
maps will show where the victory 


ship actually and where it would 
_~ if the country were doing its 
uty. 


Every night Rear-Admira] T. J. 
Cowie, navy Victory Liberty Loan 
officer, will obtain from the Treasury 
Department the day's subscription 
to the loan and by radio will in- 
Struct the commander of the vic- 
tory ship to proceed a distance in 
proportion to the amount of the 
subscription. Therefore on the 
day that the nation’s quota is sub- 
scribed the victory ship will put in- 
to New York, the harbor of victory. 

Aboard the victory ship will be a 
special representative of Admiral 
Cowie, who will appeal to the coun- 
try to bring the ship into the harbor 
of victory. The distance to be 
covered is more than 5000 miles 
and the trip can be made easily in 
the twenty-one days of the cam- 
paign providing the country does its 
duty and subscribes rapidly to the 


loan. 

Admiral Cowle in announcing the 
plan of the victory ship tonight 
said: “TIT have no fears’ for the 
navy victory ship. I know that the 
country will overgubscribe the Vic- 
tory Lean in short order and not 
fail to bring the navy safely into the 
harbor of victory.”

COL. HOUSE WORKS ON 
DREAM MAP OF EUROPE 


PARALLEL IS SEEN IN FICTION 
WRITTEN BY HIM SEVEN 
YEARS

(EXCUASIVE DISPATCH. | 
WASHINGTON. April 14.—Ad- 
vices from Paris that Col House is 
the busiest little new map maker on 
the job, have caused » num>er of 
Senators to dust off the colonel’s 
collected works and refresh their 
recollections of his views of the re- 
constitution of the ku .wn world. 


In 1912 Col. House published 
anonymously A novel entitled 
“Philip Dru: Adminwtrato,, a Story 
of Tomorrow, 19°0-1935." Strange- 
ly enough the role scesigned to Dru 
who became President of the Unit- 
ed States closely resemblee that of 
Woodrow Wilson, wicm thre colonel 
was then grooming for the Presi- 
dency. 

In the chapter ertit'ed “An In- 
ternational Coalitien™ one finds 
some of the fourteen pointa In em- 
bryo, a League of Natiors, the gift 
of Canada to the Uni'e«i States, con- 
cession to Japan of a free hand in 
Asia. a redistribution of spheres of 
national influence and the transfer 
of the Philippines to Japan. 

“Busy as Gen. Dru had been re- 
habilitating domestic affai¢ he 
never for a moment neglected the 
foreign situation,” the chapter be- 
gine. “He felt that it wae almost 
providential that he was in a ovoal- 
tion to handle it unhamwpered. for 
at no time !n our aistery were we 
in such peril of power‘ui foreign 
coalition. Immediarely after re- 
ceiving from Selwyn the information 
concerning the al- 
Hance he had begun :> build, as it 
were, a fire behind the FPritieh luin- 
istry and the result was ts over- 
throw. When the Finglish ration 
began to realize that 4 tentative 
agreement was beinz arrived at be- 
tween their country on “he one hand 
and Germany ani Japan on the 
other, with Ametica as its ob‘ect of 
attack there was sturm of Indige- 
nation; and when the new ministry 
was installed the diplomatic ma- 
chinery war set to work ‘to undo, 
as nearly as coulki »e. what their 
predecessors had as: »mplished. 

“In the meantime negotiated 
with them to ihe end that En«eland 
and Americn were to ‘oin hands in 
a world-wide pelicy of peece and 
commercial freedom. Accerding to 
Dru’s plan d/sarmaments were to be 
made to an apprecta>ice degree. cus- 
tom ba'riera were t* be torn down, 
zones of ir.fiuerce clearly defined and 
an era of frienciy commerelal 
rivalry established. 

“Tt was that America 
should approach Germany and Ja- 
pan in furtherance of thia plan, and 
when their consent was obtained the 
rest would foll«w. 

“Dru worked alonz these lines 
with both nation« 
mate tact and skill Both Gegmeny 
and Japan were offended at the 
Enatish change of front and were 
ready to listen to other proposals. 
To these he opered uv a wide vista 
of commercial and t -rritorial expan- 
sion or at least ite eovivalent. Ger- 
many was to have the freest com- 
mercial access to Sonth Americr and 
she was invited to develop these 
countries both with German colo- 
nists and German capital. 

“There was to be no coercion of 
the governments, or political contro! 
in that territory but on the other 
hand the United States undertook 
that there should be no laws enacted 
by them to restrain trade and that 
the rights of foreigners should have 
the fullest protection. also 
undertook the responsibility of 
promising there should be no fa- 
voritism shown by the South and 
Central American governments, but 
that natives and aliens should stand 
alike before the law so far as prop- 
erty rights were concerned. 
was to have «a (freer 


hand in the countries lying south- 
east of her and In Asia Minor. It 
was not intended that she should 
absorb them or infringe upon the 
rights as nations, but her sphere of 
influence was to be extendsd over 
them much the same as ours was 
South America. 

“While England was not to be 
restricted in her trade rolations 
with those countries, stil] she was 
neither to encourage emigration 
there nor tnduce capital to exploit 
their resources. 

“Africa and her own colonies were 
to be her special fields of endeavor. 
) “In consideration of the United 
States lifting practically all cus- 
tom barriers and agreeing to keep 
out of the eastern hemisphere, up- 
holding with her the peace and com- 
mercial freedom of the world, and 
of the United States recognizing the 
necessity of her supremacy on the 
seas, England, after having ob- 
tained the consent of Canada, agreed 
to relinquish her own sphere of po- 
hitical influence over the Dominion, 
and let her come under that of the 
United States. Canada was willing 
that this situation should be brought 


become interwoven with those of the 
United States and the people of the 
two countries freely intermingled. 
Resides, since Dru had reconstructed 
the laws and conditions of the big 
republic, they were more in har- 
mony with the Canadian institution 
than before.” 

How he would deal with Japan 
Col. Hause set forth thus: 


with Japan were no leas successful 
than those with England. He first 
established cordial relations with 
her by announcing the*intention of 
the United States to give the Philip- 
pines their Independence under the 
protection of Japan, reserving for 
America and the rest of the world 
the freest of trade relations with 
the islands. 

“Japan and China were to have all 
Fastern Asia as their ephere of in- 
fluence and if it pleased them to 
érive Russia back inte Burope no 
one would interfere. 


“That great giant had not yet dis- 
carded the ways and habits of 
medievalism. Her people were not 
being educated and she indicated no 
intention of preparing them for the 
responsibilities of self-government 
to which they were entitled. Some- 
times in his day dreams Dru 
thought of Russia in its vastness, of 
{the ignorance and hopeless outlook 
of the people and wondered when 
her deliverance would come. There 
was, he knew, great work for some- 
one to do tn that despotic land. 

“Thus Dru had formutated and 
put in motion an international pol- 
icy, which, if adhered to in good 
faith, would bring about the 
comity of nations, a lasting and 
peace, and the arccept- 


ance of the principle of the brother- 
hood of man.”

MEXICAN DEBT 
AWAITS PEACE. 


Finance Minister Explains the 
Government's Attitude. 


Suggests Possibility of Capi- 
talizing Obligations. 


Capital Offered, He Says, but 
Loans are not Sought. 


BY GLENN GRISWOLD. 
(BXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 

MEXICO CITY, April 12.—(via 
Galveston April 14.)—lLuis Cabrera 
who was returned to the Finance 
portfolio in the Carranza Cabinet 
last Wednesday after an absence of 
two years, gave to bankers with the 
Mississippi Valley trade mission to 
Mexico the first statement ever made 
of the exact intention of the Mexi- 
can government in the matter of 
resuming interest on the national 
debt and the recognition of it and 
the obligation of the ation to 
foreign capital, the reorganization 
of railways and the nationalization 
of utilities and banks. 

“Manana,.” summarizes the pro- 
gramme and the visitors were in- 
clined to see good politics, if not 
expedient economics, in Mexico’s in- 
tention to settle her financial dif- 
ficulties “tomorrow.” 

“If we had the cash In our treas- 
ury to resume payments on the 
national debt today we should prefer 
to wait.” said the Minister who 
financed the revolution in the face 
of almost unbelievable obstacies. 

“Our creditors have waited 
patientiy, and they will continue 
patient.” he continued, “We prefer 
to wait the outcome of - 
of problems of world-wide 

rtance that may affect us directly. 

@ want to know what the world 
in general will do with tts obliga- 
tions, how many nations will re- 
pudiate their debts, and how many 
will trim thelr obligations to figures 
compatible with their income. 


MAY CAPITALIZE DEBT. 


“Germany is to be given a fixed 
obligation to the Allies im exact 
proportion to what she is able to 
pay. Who knows but that our debt 
might not be capitalized, if 
Please, at a figure arranted by 
what we can provide annually for 
interest? I don’t mean to say this 
will be done, but we are willing 
to wait. 

“Probably we wil) borrow abroad 
when conditions are ripe but at 
present capital is seeking us. We 
are not seeking loans. We want 
to wait in this matter also. We are 
asked to borrow in New York but 
we are not so sure that New York 
will be the capital of the financial 
world ten years hence, that the 
Morgans and the Rockefellers will 
dominate international finance. We 
want to wait and borrow from those 
who wilk be in a position to help 
us most. It appears that our 
national debt amounts to between 
$300,000 000 and §350,000,000. 

“There are many claims grow- 
ing out of the revolution, claima of 
foreigners, guarantees to the na- 
tional railways and other claims, 
which might bring the debt up to 
$600,000,000. We will wait until 
the claims are adjusted and we 
know just what our obligations are 
before we determine the amount of 
the national debt, consolidate it, and 
resume payments of it. Our na- 
tional income amounts to about 
$125,000,000 annually. We will 
soon determine how much of that 
we can appropriate toward bond 
interest and amortization, and pro- 
ceed accordingly. If we find that we 
could spare 10 per cent. we a 
capitalize our debt accordingly. We 
might be able to pay 25 per cent. 
No one knows.” 

ENCOURAGEMENT GIVEN. 


Mr. Cabrera did not go into his 
phase of the matter further except 
to say there is no plan for repudia- 
tion. However annual Interest pay- 
ment of 10 per cent. of income, or 
25,000,000 pesos, would be equal to 
6 per cent. om 500,000,000 pepos. 
which ts but half the amount of 
the estimated debt. If 25 per cent. 
of income could be it would 
5 cent. on 
ond leave 12,500,000 pesos annually 
te apply to the principal. Some 
encouragement was given foreign 
bankers who have commitments 
here and those planning Mexican 


ventures. 

The proguess new banking act 
would limit bankers 
phase of banking. Thus a discount 
bank could not accept deposits, loans 
on m es or engage in other 
branches of the business. 

Mr. Cabrera sald the government 

has taken cognizance of the pro- 
test of foreigners and the new 
legislation may be tempered suf- 
ficiently to invite the co-operation 
of foreign bankers. 
“However, we have determined that 
banks shall be controlled by the 
government,” he sald. “In the past 
grave evile grew out of the fact 
that the banks dominated the in- 
dustries to whom they leaned and 
became great holding companies, 
contrary to law and public policy. 
We have been criticised for seizing 
the banks and for many other things 
we did. Pvery restitution will be 
made. The banks are now being 
liquidated and their property will be 
accounted for. 


RAILWAYS OVERCAPITALIZED. 


“As to the national railways they 
are earning well above the operating 
expenses, but are not returning 
enough to pay the interest charges. 
Thies is becaure they are vastly over- 
capitalized. ie probable that they 
will need reorganizing as your roads 
are reorganized. This may mean a 
loses to foreign bondholders but it 
would be best for them as well as 
for the property. In view of this 
situation it is certain that interest 
will not be resumed on the debt 
of the national railways an 
adjustment is had. If the company 
had sufficient rolling stock its earn- 
ings might exceed interest charges. 
But in any event the burden is too 
great.”

MISSION MARKETS. 


SACRAMENTO, April 14.—The 
Assembly tonight rejected, 37 to 32, 
Assemblyman Bksward's bill to es- 
tablish State commission markets for 
fishery, dairy and farm products. 
The bill would repeal the State 
Market Commission Act under which 
Harris Weinstock, ket 
director, holds office. 

Eksward gave notice of a motion 
for reconsideration. Under the 
Legislature's rules the measure must 
be disposed of finally by tomorrow 
night, the time limit set for eath 
house to act upon its own bills. 

The bill carried an appropria- 
tion of $40,000 and was one of & 
few measures, adversely reported by 
the Ways and Means Committee, re- 
fused passage in the House today. 
Bills disapproved by the Ways and 
Means Committee, carrying ap- 
propriations aggregating $437,000, 
were passed, ag well as others, ap- 
proved by the committee, carrying 
appropriations of $85,600 and one 
with no recommendation carrying 
$150,000. In addition to all of these 
the Assembly passed Godsil’s ‘Dill to 
raise by 15 per cént. the pay of all 
State employees receiving less than 
$125, which T. M. Wright, chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, sald would add $800,000 to 
the State tax burden. The House 
refused to reconsider its action in 
passing over the committee's adverse 
recommendation, Bennett's pyscho- 
pathic hospital bill carrying a §200,- 
000 appropriation. 

At the close of the day's seasion 
Carter attempted to have for special 
consideration tomorrow his and 
White's bill embodying the plan of 
the Taxpayer's Association of Cal- 
ifornia for reorganizing the State 
government. The House carried 
Gebhart's motion to adjourn, shut- 
ting off further action until to- 
morrow, as tonight's session was de- 
voted exclusively to measures al- 
sonny placed on the special urgency 

e.

AFTER YOUR MONEY AT 
SACRAMENTO. 

Having appropriated all the estimated 
revenue of the State for the next two years, 
‘as well as the whole of the five-million-doliar 
surplus now in the State treasury, the Call- 
fornia Legislature is winding up its affairs 
and preparing to adjourn. The present ad- 
ministration is the first in ten years elected 
on a platform pledged to retrenchment, and 
in the record of extravagances its \name 
leads all the rect. 

Five hundred bills that do not. deal with 
revenue will probably pass the Legislature 
during the nex) seven days. in most of 
these measures the members take cnly a 
secondary interest. The forty fat commis- 
sions do not care what happens so long as 
their budgets are secure: yet many of these 
Dills are of even more i rtance to resi- 
dents and property owners of the State than 
financial legislation. 

Gov. Stephens is in position to curb the 
rapacity of the Legislature; for he can veto 
apy or all these five hundred bills and his 
| disapproval will be final. When the Legis- 
lature once adjourns it cannot come back to 
dill over the executive veto. But the 
Governor cannot modify the provisions of 
any of the acts, The politicians know this 
and they have cunningly fastened pernicious 
riders on acts that are otherwise commend. 
able. That is @ trick against which the 
Last 
week the Governor sent tc the Legislature 
@ warning that the treasury must not be 
rifled of ite surplus. This was an ‘ntima 
tion that ‘the special appropriation bills 
mbst not be for such large amounts or he 
would be forced to prevent any appropria- 
tions for certain purposes. . 

Members of the Legislature have, so far, 
paid little attention to\that warning. They 
insisted op giving the school-teachers cf the 
State an increase in pay totaling $2,900,000. 
Wages must be increased; but good busi- 
ness judgment would dictate an increase of 
nét more than $1,000,000 this year, leaving 
something for the next Legislature to do, 
Now the Governor must give the teachcrs 
$2,000,000 (all of which must come from (he 
surplus) or nothing. — 

Increased ald for dependent children falls 
in the same category. The Senate has ap 
proved a bill appropriating $1,400,000 from 
the reserve fund to increase the State aid 
from $10 to $12.50 per child. As the State 
and cotnties both appropriate for orphans 
and halforphans, and the counties now pay 
but $7.50 per child, it might have been good 
policy for the State to appropriate half that 
suri and call upon the counties for the other 
balf. But it must now be all or nothing. 

“Two comnunity property acts have passed 
the Senate and are before the Assembly. 
The bills were disproved by a majority of 
tke Senators, for the reason that they wovld 
revolutionize the present business methods 
of the State and would tend to end much 
as the Russian revolution has.

Any- 
one who has read of the Sutter basin scan- 
dals will understand bow the money would 
be stolen by the politicilans—ahd stolen un- 
der due warrant of law. There would be 
gigantic frauds in. the purchase of the tracts 
and petty fraudg in the resale. That there 
is no necessity for the State going into the 
land-settlement business is fully proved by 
the fact that there are more than 4,900,000 
acres of good land in California that is for 
sale to settlers on ten and twenty-year pay- 
ments. Southern California would be es- 
Pecially hard hit because all the land set- 
tlement would be in fhe north: and it is 
common report about Sacramento that op- 
tions on two five-thousand-acre tracts haye 
already been taken by certain politiciane— 
among them part of the old Sutter basin 
crowd—and that they will make a hundred 
thousand dollars profit on each if the bill 
goes through. 

Meanwhile, the Whi er bill provid- 
ing for a consolidation of; missions and 
a saving of $3,000,000 a year in salaries and 
contingent expentes alone is being delayed 
fin the Assembly by every political device 
known to the machine. That bill would 
cause a return to sanity in State covern- 
ment in California; and for that reason it 
is the bane of the politicians. The Los An- 
geles delegation has made a courageous 
fight for it, but against overwhelming odds, 
Many of the semi-administration men are 
wavering, however, and it might yet get 
through if enough taxpayers would wire to 
their Assemblyman to give the bill full svp- 
port. It is regrettable that most of the com- 
mereial bodies of Los Angeles have weak- 
ened their influence with the legisiators by 
urging support for trivial bills; but they 
miay yet redeem themselves. There 1s a 
chance, although it is only a forlorn hove. 

AN APOLOGY? 

A few days ago, as a matter of fair- 
ness and justice, and in order to set itself 
right, The Times published a retraction and 
apology due to Mr. Theodore J. Roche of 
San Francisco, whom The Times (relying 
upon false information) hed misrepresented 
and libeled. 

This was the third time in its career that 
The Times had found it necessary to take 
such a course. It has always been the 

thod of The Times to fight libel sults to a 
fidish when it thought it was in the right; 
Lut it mever bas wittingly sought to 
péetuate a wrong. That great journalist, Har- 
vey W. Scott, once said that when he found 
he head made a mistake his chief anxiety was 
to acknowledge it and correct ft as soon as 
possible. It is this policy that actuated The 
Times in the case referred to. 

Mr. Roche is a gentleman and lawyer of 
high standing and character. The Times 
found that it had wronged him and (as one 
gentleman should do to another) made the 
amende honorable, which Mr. Roche ac- 
cepted in a commendable spirit, not seek- 
ing to capitalize The Times’ mistake. 

The Times made its retraction and 
apology as uhevasive and square-toed and 
complete as was possible. It is The Times’ 
way of doing things. Only a feeble, weak- 
kneed and contemptible journal would seek 
to go half way in such a case. | 

It is the policy of The Times to seek 
the truth and fearlessly print it, con- 
cerning men and measures--and if it 
to frankly and unsquirmingly say so, 
and make due correction. The Times en- 
joys a fight when its cause ts just, but it 
does not lay pretense to Infallibility. And

ever they want to fight each one will rea- 
son that its opponents are no bette? pre- 
pared than itself, and so there will be no 
security for peace. 

Of course it is obvious that nothing can 
ever be done that will render war abso- 
lutely impossible; but that fg no reason 
whatever why we should do nothing to re 
duce to a minimum the chances of its com- 
ing, to localize it and end ft as soon as pos- 
sible if it does. come, and to insure in such 
unhappy event a result favorable to the tri- 
umph of international justice and law. 

Our own Union of States. hes not entirely 
eliminated internal strife. Under the early 
Confederatian we had Shay'’s Rebellion, 
which ‘had to te suppressed by armed force. 
Almost immediately after the adoption of 
the Constitution we had the Whisky Insur- 
rection, suppressed by a display of force 
without actual fighting We had rebellion 
in South Carolina suppressed by President 
Jackson without a battle. We had the Mor- 
mon rebellion of 1857. After eighty years 
of independence we had four vears of civil 
war. Since the suppression of the secession 
movement we have had a number of bloody 
outbreaks, commonly called “labor trou- 
bles,” the most serious of which was the 
Debs rebellion of 1893. Down to 1890 our 
army was periodically engaged in Indian 
fighting, and some of its campaigns were 
quite extensive military affairs. 

But with all this record of internal strife 
no one will seriously contend that our 
league of Nations, which we called “The 
United States of America,” has not been a 


‘great success at keeping the peace as com- 


pared with what would certainly have been 
the conditions had the several States re- 
mained apart, each armed against and sus- 
picious of the others. 

If the World League of Nations accom- 
plishes only ag much for the peace of the 
world in general as our own Federal Union 
has accomplished for the peace of the Amer 
ican continent north of the Rio Grande it 
will have fully justified its existence.

Impressions of a Discharged 
buldicr 


Things in front of me, things in 
back of me, things everywhere. 
Shell shock is a minor affliction as 
compared to the shock of things that 
& discharged soldier experiences 
when he returns to his old haunts. 

Fed through the mill in France. 
herded on to a transport, tumbled 
about by a rough sea for twenty 
days, he accepts anything without 
complaint, if it leads a little nearer’ 
to that place longed for, dreamed of 
for two long years—home. 

But what has happened to the 
place with which | was once so fa- 
millar? I am stunned.’ Nothing 
seems real--it's @!l too good to be 
real. I can only glance at the daily 
papers. | glance at everything. 
There is no settling down to any- 
thing. I catch an inkling that some 
one is trying to form a League of 
Nations; somebcdy else f¢ busy try- 
ing to find work for discharged sol- 
diers. 

Why is everybody so anxious that 
we go to work? Is it the same crowd 
that voted the nation dry while We 
were away’? Work? I just want to 
sit and sit until’! am tired of sitting. 
Then sit some. more and think all 
the while that this, this is home! 

I have been home a month, but 
have not yet discarded my uniform. 
Home? I am not quite sure. it may 
be just a dream again, dreamed be- 
tween O.D. blankets: to awaken 
at reveille to find myself in a sea of 
mud, 7000 miles away—away from 
that place called home. No, I shall 
not change my uniform until I am 
sure. If, after two more months, no 
officer bawig me out for not cleaning 
the mud off mv shoes or because I 
forgot to button a button on my 
coat: or if 1 am not fined two-third’s 
of my month's pay for six months 
for some trifling offense, then I'll 
know that no officer ig around and 
that this is home. © 

My wife—now here is another 
thing. Two years ago I used. to 
think, how can I live without her. 
Now 1 have forgotten how to live 
with her. When she sees me sit and 
sit and think it worrtes her. It wor- 
ries me. 1 wonder if I shall ever 
get used to things again. 

“What is the matter, dear?” she 
asks of me many times a day. She 
seems so afraid I will not be satisfied 
with her, with my home, after see- 
ing so many things and having such 
a fine time in France—my God! 

1 try to explain how things— 
“things” is right, just “things”—aend 
that isjabout as far as I get with my 
explanation. There is the possibility 
that the change may be in me. 

I look out of my window, as I had 
done a hundred times before the 
war. There is tffe“blue, so blue South- 
ern California sky: just under it the 
darker blue of the Sierra Madre 
range: the foothills dotted with eu- 
calyptus: then the orange groves in 
the valley teaching up to my very 
window. 

I might be convinced of the reality 
of the things I see, the pictures be- 
fore my eyes, but there are other 
things. For instance, family can 
bang all the doors in the house at 
the same time without me rolling a 
wrinkle of my physiognomy. Bombs 
and “whiz bangs” are a sure cure 
for nerves. f 

Then there are the kiddies—good 
for the eyes, as when you look out In 
the morning and see the whole world 
fresh and new. Why tbe kiddies 
can make all the racket they want 
to now. They can holler, they can 
cry. Their voices are the prettiest 
music ever played. 


They say the Methodists. the Bap- 
tists and the reat of the “ists” in the 
town are still at tt. The war never 
fazed them. My opinion is that 
what the churches need is a good 
fight—a real fight. not a battle of 
words. No one feels more peaceful 
than the fellow who has just come 
out of a fight, especially if he has 
gotten the worst of it. Then after 
the fight could all get 
and organise+-how | like that word! 
—organize a peace league. 

As for myself, | have quit fighting. 
The Germans are licked and so am I, 
Arguing is now out of my line. 
When great moral and religious 
‘prdblems confront me I cannot be 
come interested enough to take 
aides. The tesue of dancing suggests 
anything to me but a fight. I see 
Red Cross nurses in a Y.M.C.A. boat 
dancing with officers——with me peek- 
ing in through a window wishing I, 
too, was an officer. The #in of thea- 
tergoing and the evils of using to- 
bacco, both once live questions, are 
now no questions at all to me. 

Then at home — they can do 
as they please. They got along very 
well without me for two years; what 
right have I to butt In and spoil ft. 
| eat anything—eges hard or soit, 
coffe strong or weak, meat rare or 
well done. As 1 told you before, I 
don’t want to fight. I don't want to 

rgue, I don't want to make a soul 
in this world unhapoy or even un- 
comfortable. If a fellow is going to 
come back and act like some of the 
folks who did not go, it would have 
been better for bim to-have been 
bumped off by a shell while his fam- 
world had a good opinion 
of him. 

Things are different. The Tittle 
disagreeable things are no more. 
And the bic mountains of trouble 
are little mole hills. 

But the other things-—-were they 
always so beautiful’—the moan- 
tains. the flowers, everything? Was 
my wife always so kind and so pret- 
ty and me not know fit? Was my 
home so comfortable, my bed so soft, 
my food so good’

Tt ‘te charged on the part of the 
gas companies that the ordinance is 
unconstitutional and void, in that it 
seeke to deprive them of their 
vested rights, and itnfposes conditions 
and responsibilities not undertaken 
by them when they procured their 
franchise from the city. 

The corporations asked the 
court to strike from the olty’s an- 
ewer to the petition for an injunc- 
tion all statements to the effect that 
the gas companies are in a position 
to furnish abundant natural gas for 
the demands of their customers, 
and that the supplying of natura! 
gee would work no hardship to the 
com panies. 

The motion to strike was denied, 
except in one unimportant feature.

Preparations are going forward 
for another welcome to Los Ange 
les soldiers returning from war serv- 
jce—this time to members of the 
Three Hundred and Sixty-fourth In- 
fantry, heroes of the Argonne and 
St. Mihiel drives.

Arthur Letts Buys Great Close-in Tract 
for Two Millions, Cash. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


The chief reason for investing 
Angeles real estate, he said, is that 
he has full confidence in the con- 
tinued growth and prosperity of the 
city where he has built up a big 
business and achieved business 
success euch ag few other men have 
attained. 
Recognised as one of the greatest 
connoisseurs of plants and iland- 
Scape architecture in America Mr. 
Letts’ supervision of the subdivi- 
sion of the tract Into homesites wil! 
be an important factor in creating 
a district of beautiful homes. His 
first step will be to employ a land- 
scape architect.to work out the de- 
taille of the subdivision. Mr. Letts 
has already determined in a genera! 
way improvements to be made. 
The topography of the land is 
such that it lends itself remarkably 
well to subdivision. Because of the 
natural slopes the homesite sub- 
divisions will not interfere with nor 
detract from each other. 
One feature of the improvements 
that will be undertaken will 
be the building of a number of 
winding boulevards with decorative 
parkways. While he has n yet 
decided on all the detaile off su 
division, Mr. Letts off 
night that he intends to expehd a 
large sum of money in improving 
the property. 

LONG SOUGHT FOR. 
The availability of the holding for 
immediate subdivision and develop- 
ment, due to its situation imme- 
diately between the western suburbs 
of Los Angeles, including Beverly 
Hills and the built-up region ex- 
tending back from the beaches, has 
led one large realty concern after 
another in the past decade to make 
flattering, but unavailing, offers 
looking to the marketing of the 
land. Two parcels only have been 
detached from the property — one 
the 300 acres transferred ten years 
ago to the Country Club Holding 
Company as a site for the present 
Los Angeled Country Club, and the 
other a piece comprising 468 acres 
of foothill land sold six months ago 
to J. M. Danziger and now included 
in the latter's large foothill estate to 
the northwest of Beverly Hills. 
Practically every acre of the land 
acquired by Mr. Letts is of a topo- 
graphical’ fitness for residential sub- 


division. 


Besides Pico vboulevard, which 
forms the southern boundary of the 
property, two other city-to-sea paved 
highways make the ranch lands 
readily accessible to Los Angeles. 
Both Wilshire and Santa Monica 
boulevards pass through the tract, 
the latter carrying the Pacific Elec- 
tric Rallway's line to Santa Monica 


by way of Sawtelle. The proposed 


new Beverly boulevard, to be formed 
by the extension of the new West 
First-street boulevard out Temple 
street west of Vermont avenue and 
westward from the city proper 
through Beverly Hills to Santa Mon- 
iea, will pase directly through the 
property practically on the line be- 
tween the present ranch and the 
foothill! purchase of Mr. Danziger. 

In addition to the existing paved 
highways and the prospective boule- 
vard, the tract has as a beginning 
toward residential development the 
advantage of a natural-gas main bi- 
secting the property. together with 
electricity and telephone connec- 
tions. As all but a narrow strip of 
the holding along Pico boulevard is 
included tn the Westgate Annex to 


aqueduct water is assured as rapidly 
as the property can be developed 
and the pipe mains put in. All that 
portion of the land lying on the 
mesa above Wilshire boulevard, sev- 
eral hundred acres in all, is frostiess 
and adapted by soil and elevation to 
the culture of lemons, the rest of 
the acreage being sultable to a di- 
versity of plantings. 

WOLFSKILL HISTORY. 


John Wolfskill, forty-nirer, for- 
mer State Senator and cne of the 
most enterprising and picturesque 
men of the rugged pioneer days, was 
essentially a land developer and, 
from the time he first set foot in 
the State believed implicitly in the 
wreatness of its future. From the 
day he acquired his first land in 
1866, when he purchased the orig- 
inal Escondido grant of 13,000 
acres from Judge O. 8. Witherby of 
San Diego, he remained a large land 
owner up to the day of his death, 
ber, 1913. 

Mr. Wolkskill, before he became 
interested in the development of Los 
Angeles, was identified with the early 
history of the Becondido Valley. He 
bought the original Escondido grant 
for $8000, the deal including 500 
head of cattle. which he sold for 
$5000. This made the immense ranch 
cost him $3000 cash. He continued 
to hold that property unti] 1833, 
when he sold it to northern capital- 
jates for $128,000. The following year 
ranch was sold for $178,000.

The 
land holdings comprised principally 
the property west of Beverly Hills, 
just acquired by Mr. Letts. Mbp. 
Wolfskill acquired this property 
about 1884 from the original grant- 
ees for a sum approximately $10 an 
acre. His idea was to hold it intact 
and develop it as a ranch, and with 
this intention built a large house 
into which the Wolfskill family was 
preparing to move at the time of 
Mr. Wolfskill’s death.

Arthur Letts, counted among the 
most progressive and successful 
merchants in America, has been 
identified with the business and fo- 
cial life of Los Angeles since 1496, 
when he came here following the 
disastrous Seattle fire, which wiped 
out the business of the firm by 
which he was omployed. He as 
born in England in 1862, and when 
a young man crossed the ocean for 
the opportunities of the new worid, 
for a time settling in Toroato, Can. 

Mr. Lette’s first business ven'ure 
In Los Angeles was to acquire the 
dry goods busin»ss of J. A. Williams 
& Co., at Fourth and REroadway 
which had become bankrupt. The 
location of the store was considered 
too far south of the then center of 
the business district to promise 
success, and . Lette’s friends 
sought to dissuade him in the ven- 
ture which, to them, seemed risky. 
He gave the busniess the name it 
bears today—The Broadway De- 
partment Store—and from the first, 
despite early handicaps and dis- 
couragements, he made it success- 


ful.

Broadway occupied the entire 
ground floor of the Pirtle and Hellet 
Bullding. In 1910, the adjotning 
Hellman Building was purchased; 
in 1905 the upper floors of the 
Pirtle and Hallet Building were ac- 
quired, and In the next year the 
Slauson Bullding, adtoining the 
Hellman. Mr. Letts built his pres- 
ent fine building in 1914. 

Besides his large interest in the 
property and business development 
of Los Angeles, Mr. Letts hee always 
been interested in education and 
juvenile welfare. His home, Holmby 
House, at the head of Kenmire ave- 
nue, Hollywood, is sUrrounded by 
a magnificent park of thirty acres, 
filled with rare and beautiful trees 
and flowers. His two hobbies are 
horticulture and the collection of 
rare marbles, of which his howse 
and garden are filled with many 
brought from varioug parts of the 
world. 

Among the popular movements in 
which Mr. Letts has been a tower 
of strength is that of the Boy 
Scouts. Practically from the incep- 
tion of thi s organization he has 
taken a large and active interest in 
its affairs and has given consider- 
able sums of money in cash, prizes 
and other forms to promote its wel- 
are in Southern California and 
generally.
